Tho riff lr approach of school days has much cl romance iii 
it for those win. incline that way, much of sorrow and gloom 
for tin* active restless hoys and girls who naturally rf dad al 
the discipline and work of the school room, ami also much of 
real hard practical financiering for the father and mot hor of 
large families with modest means, struggling to give their chil­ 


dren tin* advantages of a good schooling. 
Many men are sorely pressed financially to cloth the little 
ones in presentable manner, furnish them with the necessary 
hooka, tablets, pencils, pens and inks in order that they may 
not he humiliated and therefore handicapped in tin* light for 
knowledge so essential nowadays to success. 
No one thing has given tin* people o! the nation and es- 
peciuliv of Ohio more concern during the hod few years than 
the school book problem. 
Legislation has been promised, expected, odored and par 
tially or wholly defeated ai frequent intervals during the last 
decade, designed to furnish the people relief against tin* greedy 
claims of school book monopolies. 
To he continually (‘hanging the text hooks entails ii big 
item of expense on the parents, and school hoards should avoid 
all changes in text hooks unless a necessity extraordinarily 
urgent makes a change imperative;; 
It was openly charged during tin* last session of tin* State 
Legislature, that the big hook companies absolutely made 
and unmade and controlled by fur tile greater number of su­ 
perintendents throughout the state; thai leachers and mem­ 
bers of school hoards were continually under the watchful eye 
o f the school hook manipulators, who make the larger portions 
of their enormous profits from tin* switch in tex! hook orders 
made bv school hoards upon tin* recommendation of those 
actively engaged in the school work, and in nullity in many 
instances under the control of tin* sehool hook trust. 
The people of Ohio have their eyes on sehool hoards and 
teachers, and will refuse to quietly submit longer to having 
their pockets turned inside out and I he contents dumped into 
tin* coffers of the big hook companies by tin* simple hocus porns 
of an order changing text books. 
Economical people of modest means teach their children to 
Im* careful of their school hooks so thai they may he used by 
the younger children in turn and tin* expense saved bv this 
plan is a considerable item of fin* grand aggregate cost of rais­ 
ing a family, 
The people of the State of Ohio are well on the way in 
the Work of curbing this needless expense for school hooks 
and sn thorough Iv have they become aroused to tin* abuses 
past and threatened that an order changing the text hooks in 
tin* public schools had better Im* founded on a real necessity or 
public disapproval will make existence a burden for tin* man 
who “ puts one over” at the expense of tin* beads of families. 
The school book companies have feasted tor many years 
in the P e o p le ’s strawberry patch, and grown fat and impudent 
at their expense, but now that tin* awakening has come no 
more slight of’ hand short chang!* work will bt* tolerated. 
There are occasions when books should Im* changed 
no 
doubt of that 
but tho necessity should la* real and riot a mere 
blind and sham devised to fake dollars from fin* pockets of tin* 
toilers. 
The cost of school look s is one of th** items of tin* * ^pres­ 
ent high cost of livin g ” bill which can be reduced and the 
people have set lo work to do it too.

By ANNIE te. MURR A * 


It is undoubtedly true that the sense of 
pa rental responsibility is diminishing rather 
than lucre acing. 
Numerous conditions are 
combining to encourage this spirit, and 
these conditions may be detected in some 
of the institutions of which America is so 
proud, notably in the public schools. 
I do 
not believe that any teacher can take the 
place of a parent, or that any school can be 
a good substitute for the home. 
Kindergarten instruction in the public 
school® has produced its bt* ne ti ta, but the 
principle has been extended so that it 
sometimes ha* included, unintentionally, no 
doubt, practically the entire care through the day of children who are 
hardly more than infants. 
The authority and affection of the home arc 
in some measure super­ 


seded by those of the school, and it is well known that parents are tempted 
to take advantage of the kindergarten system to shirk parental responsi­ 
bility. 
For children of tender years tim home influence, if it embraces what 
can la* called a home, should be the controlling fatter in instilling family 
love and mi selfishness. 
The old-fashioned child over whom parental authority was exercised 


much more effectively was quite a- bright and good as the new-fashioned 
child for whom discipline has been mo universally relaxed. 
It is a hopeless plan to attempt to improve the mind or the moral 
nature of children under ten years of age by placing them in what prac­ 
tically are prisons. 
The home is the only natural place for the child, and our efforts
